KINGSTON and Richmond bus us¬ 
ers could have paid out hundreds 
of pounds unnecessarily after 
being charged full fare for free 
buses - and Transport for London 
(TfL) knew it was happening. 

The 65 and 371 routes from Pe¬ 
tersham Road, between Sandy 
Lane and Star and Garter Hill, 
and into Kingston have been di¬ 
verted or cancelled because of 
utility works that started on July 
31. Three replacement services, 
the 565,571 and 572, are running in 
their place. 

The TfL replacement buses are 
advertised as free during the five 
week-long roadworks and posters 


state: “Passengers will still need 
to tap in but will not be charged.” 

But anyone using a contactless 
Visa card instead of an Oyster 
card will see the full £1.50 fare 
come from their account. 

Siobhan Pestano, who was trav¬ 
elling to Kingston from Ham, no¬ 
ticed she had been charged after 
boarding the 371 replacement. 

She said: “When I noticed the 
money had come out of my bank 
account I rang TfL to complain 
and was told that it was because 
I’d used my [Visa] card and not an 
Oyster. 

“Well that really set me off be¬ 
cause they knew it was happening. 
I was completely furious. 

“Why are there no posters say¬ 
ing ‘Oysters only’ if they know 
other cards will be charged. 

“These works are happening in 


the summer holidays when fam¬ 
ilies tend to use the buses much 
more. 

“There will be people who can’t 
afford the charge if they were ex¬ 
pecting not to pay. 

“Others will not have time to 
call up TfL for a refund.” 

Anyone using a contactless pay¬ 
ment card twice a day, five days a 
week on the supposedly free routes 
would be eligible for a £75 refund 
after the five weeks of works. TfL 
cap all bus journeys in London at 
£4.40. 

Emma Smith, 29, of Kingston, 
also found she had been charged 
when she used her contactless 
card on the 565 route. 

She claims she spent 15 minutes 
on hold to TfL before giving up on 
getting a refund. 

She said: “It was only £3 so I just

thought it wasn’t worth my time 
in the end. 

“But I bet there are a lot of peo¬ 
ple using the buses everyday that 
are racking up a fortune.” 

A TfL spokesman admitted the 
body had known about the issue, 
and said passengers were asked to 
tap in for security and data collec¬ 
tion purposes. 

He added: “We appreciate this 
matter being drawn to our atten¬ 
tion. We’re looking into it, but 
in the meantime customers con¬ 
cerned they have been charged

A TERRIER must wear dog¬ 
gy T-shirts for the rest of his 
days after having 40 per cent 
of skin burnt off his back 
when scalded by a chicken 
casserole. 

Buddy, a 13-year-old Jack 
Russell, managed to tug at a 
tea towel under a slow cook¬ 
er in his owners’ kitchen and 
topple the casserole off the 
counter on December 19. 

Buddy’s owner Bethany 
Randall, 42, said her husband 
Steve, 48, had been working 
from home and had gone out 
for an hour or so when he re¬ 
turned to find the casserole 
all over the floor. 

Mrs Randall said: “Bits 
of chicken casserole were 
over the walls and the sofa. 
It looked like a murder scene. 

“I came back from work 
and Buddy was cowering un¬ 
der some fabrics in a bag. He 
was shaking.” 

After putting Buddy in a 
cold shower, Mrs Randall 
took him to the vets after 


finding a burn on his leg. 

He was given treatments 
but had to return when his 
owners realised an infection 
had developed under his fur. 

Vets were forced to remove 


40 per cent of the skin from 
his back and hospitalise Bud¬ 
dy for 12 days while they bat¬ 
tled to save his life from third 
degree burns that were the 
‘worst’ they had ever seen. 


He returned home just be¬ 
fore Christmas on December 
23, after which the Randalls 
had to take him to the vets 
daily, where they would pour 
sugar on his burns to speed 
up the healing process. 

At one stage it was thought 
that Buddy may have to be 
put down due to the stress the 
treatment could have consid¬ 
ering his old age. 

But Mrs Randall, of Buck¬ 
ingham Avenue in West 
Molesey, said: “We thought 
we’ll see how it goes, and it’s 
great we did. Apart from be¬ 
ing a bit bald he’s with us. He 
enjoys going for walks.” 

She has now been making 
dog-sized T-shirts from her 
son’s old shirts to protect 
Buddy’s skin from the sun as 
his fur will never grow back. 

Mrs Randall thanked her 
parents, who contributed 
£5,000 towards veterinary 
bills as they had no pet in¬ 
surance, and praised staff at 
Molesey Veterinary Centre 
in Park Road where Buddy 
was treated. 

She said: “We’re really 
grateful. It’s astonishing 
what they’ve done.”

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Councils are under fire for issuing fines that do not stand up to scrutiny 


Nearly half of parking fees 
overturned in south of city

DRIVERS willing to fight their corner 
and appeal parking tickets have a very 
good chance of success, new figures 
have revealed. 

Across south London, excluding 
Lambeth and Southwark, more than 
four in every 10 penalty charge notices 
(PCN) issued for parking offences that 
were appealed were overturned be¬ 
tween April 2014 and April 2015. 

Some 5,021 parking tickets hand¬ 
ed out across the boroughs of Bexley, 
Bromley, Croydon, Greenwich, King¬ 
ston, Lewisham, Merton, Richmond, 
Sutton and Wandsworth boroughs 
in the financial year 2014-15 were ap¬ 
pealed. 

This is against an overall total of 
679,090 PCNs issued during this period. 

That means almost 14 tickets issued 
every day were challenged, with a 
whopping 41.5 per cent of those over¬ 
turned. 

In Lewisham the majority of tickets 
issued were later rescinded, accord¬ 
ing to statistics published by London 
Councils, which represents each of the 
capital’s boroughs. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance has criti¬ 
cised councils for issuing fines that do 


not always stand up to scrutiny. 

Jonathan Isaby, chief executive of 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “These 
figures will certainly raise eyebrows. 
With so many appeals from the resi¬ 
dents being successful, taxpayers will 
wonder if they’re being taken for a ride 
by their councils, being handed park¬ 
ing fines which are not always stand¬ 
ing up to scrutiny” 

Parking appeal data, compiled by 
London Councils, showed in Bexley, 
Bromley and Merton just under half of 
tickets issued during the period were 
overturned. 

The borough with the highest rate 
of valid tickets handed out was Green¬ 
wich, but even then 30 per cent of ap¬ 
peals were successful. 

However, the numbers represent a 
fall in successful appeals on the previ¬ 
ous year. In 2013-14 42.7 per cent of tick¬ 
ets were rescinded. 

The highest proportion of these 
was in Bexley, where a shade under 60 
per cent of fines were annulled by the 
council’s parking officers. 

The figures also revealed that vehi¬ 
cle owners looking to park their cars 
in inner London boroughs are far more 
likely to fall foul of the law. 

Westminster, Camden and Kens¬ 
ington & Chelsea top the list for 
most parking tickets issued during

the period. In south London Wand¬ 
sworth council led the way, issuing 
159,352 PCNs for parking offences. 
Only 379 of these were appealed, of 
which 153 were successful.

New community centre is seen as ‘priority’ by local people 

Residents grill council 
staff on homes project

KINGSTON Council officers 
were grilled by residents over 
plans to redevelop New Malden’s 
Cocks Crescent site, with school 
places, parking and saving the 
leisure centre all on the agenda. 

The New Malden and Grove 
residents associations held a 
Q&A session at the Malden 
Centre on August 11 with coun¬ 
cil staff who created the draft 
Cocks Crescent SPD - the “mas¬ 
terplan” for the site. 

Residents asked if the site in 
Blagdon Road could cope with 
up to 520 new homes and the 
planned “community hub”. 

According to the London 
Plan’s density matrix, the site 
would be expected to deliver be¬ 
tween 140 and 520 new homes. 

Daniel Morton, urban design 
officer for Kingston Council, 
said 520 homes is not “necessar¬ 
ily a level of housing” that the 
council wants. 

He said: “If there is that level 
of development then the council 
will be able to generate a signif¬

icant amount of money [for] a 
better facility 

“It’s a considerable amount 
of land and that is what makes 
this a unique project. The devel¬ 
opment has to be sympathetic to 
the area’s character. It’s not the 
easiest site to work with.” 

One resident said the council 
would “create more of a prob¬ 
lem” with traffic and parking, 
while another was worried that 
schools such as Burlington Jun¬ 
ior could not cope with demand. 

Zbig Blonski, of the New 
Malden Futures Group, which 
has been working with the coun¬ 
cil on the site, said that the rede¬ 
velopment of the Malden Centre 
should be a priority 


The centre is home to one of 
only two swimming pools in 
Kingston and there is no assur¬ 
ance that it will be replaced. 

Mr Blonski said: “Our view is 
that we need a replacement. This 
was great when it was built. Now 
things have moved on. The vi¬ 
sion that the New Malden group 
has developed is that there is the 
need to build a new town square 
- the determination to develop 
this has to be there.” 

New Malden councillor Mary 
Clark said: “We haven’t got one 
community facility left in New 
Malden. You have to limit the 
number of flats.”

SOME of the many North and 
South Koreans who now live in 
Kingston have graduated from 
the UK’s first resettlement pro¬ 
gramme. 

Traditional North Korean 
dancers played songs in the 
Guildhall at the graduation cere¬ 
mony on Monday evening. 

The course brings together the 
two very different cultures and 
teaches students the English lan¬ 
guage and British customs. The 
students are all new to the UK. 

Bona Shin, from New Malden’s 
Korean Information Centre, set 


up the course. She said: “This 
is the first course of its kind in 
the UK and the first time we have 
run it. 

“We have seven graduates and 
I could not be prouder of them. I 
hope to have even more next time 
as the Korean community learn 
about the course.” 

The Cambridge Road-based 
centre was set up two years ago 
to help the growing Korean com¬ 
munity in New Malden. 

The town boasts a population 
of about 20,000 South Koreans 
and 600 North Koreans. 

Miss Shin added: “We don’t 
care where you come from, what 
you believe in or what politics 
you have. We are here to help the 
community and embrace it.” 


British veterans of the Korean 
war also attended the ceremony, 
and graduation certificates were 
handed out by Kingston Mayor 
Cllr Geoff Austin. 

John Eason, from the British 
Korean Veterans’ Association, 
said: “More than 60 years ago I 
made my first visit to Korea as 
part of the British Army going 
to help the Koreans at that awful 
time.

Dirty Dancing is nothing short 
of a phenomenon. The classic 
1987 film made a megastar of 
its lead Patrick Swayze, its 
soundtrack won a Golden 
Globe, Oscar and Grammy 
Award while it also led to a big 
screen prequel and even an 
annual festival in the US. 

So bringing the iconic movie to 
life on stage comes with a certain 
amount of pressure. How on earth 
do you follow in the dancing shoes 
of Swayze? 

Taking a break from rehearsals 
before taking Dirty Dancing — The 
Classic Story on Stage to towns 
including Wimbledon, actor 
Lewis Griffiths told us: "Stepping 
into Patrick's shoes, I do feel like 
I am in the shadow of Patrick 
and everyone should and will be 
because he made that completely 
his own. 

"I'm not trying to imitate him 
at all but we have all got to take 
parts of what is already in the 
film and make it applicable to 


the show without replicating too 
much what the original actor has 
already done. 

"So it is going to be Lewis 
Griffith's Johnny Castle as against 
Patrick Swayze's Johnny Castle." 

Unlike some shows which turn 
the soundtrack into a concert, 
Dirty Dancing - The Classic Story 
On Stage is a music-packed play 
which tells the same story as 
the film - the story of 17-year-old 
Frances 'Baby' Houseman who 
falls in love with resort dance 
instructor Johnny Castle while on 
a family holiday. 

Choreographer Gillian Bruce 
described how she sought to make 
the show distinct from the much¬ 
loved film while keeping its fans 
happy. She said: "It's huge pressure 
because everybody knows it, so you 
have to get it right. 

"It is looking at the ingredients 
that made it what it is and 
trying to keep that but make it a 
little bit different with your own 
styling. 


"I personally was very careful 
with the choosing of the cast - the 
look had to be right, the sexiness 
had to be right. 

"I have pushed it a little bit 
more dirty. I wanted it to be a 
bit more dirty. 

"I wanted it to go a 
little step further, without 
becoming vulgar obviously / 

and keeping it in that era." /■: 

Griffiths added: "I feel 
like I am at the bottom of 
a very large mountain and 
thanks to the cast and 
crew and creatives we are 
already half way up the 
very large mountain so once 
we get to the top it is going 
to be a hell of a show and I'm 
honoured to be on it."

Here's a pudding that's sure to 
impress from What Dad Cooked 
bloggers Pete and Leo William¬ 
son's dad. 

The beauty of this recipe is that 
it only uses three ingredients and 
it's so easy to make. Possets were 
a medieval curdled hot drink 
made from milk and wine. 

Here the same natural 
curdling effect of cream and lem¬ 
on is used to make a kind of 'set' 
syllabub pudding. 

TIP: The perfect accompa¬ 
niment to these possets are 
almond-based biscuits and fresh 
summer berries. 

SERVES: 6 

TIME: Half hour for the pos¬ 
sets plus time in fridge 

For the possets: 600ml double 
cream, 6tbs lemon juice (2-3 lem¬ 
ons), Zest from one lemon, 130g 
caster sugar, 1/2 tsp vanilla 

For the shortbread (makes 24 
x 8cm rounds): 250g white flour, 
65g ground almonds, 20g corn¬ 
flour, 1 medium egg, 250g unsalt¬ 
ed butter, lOOg caster sugar, 1/2 
tsp vanilla, Zest of one lemon, 
Pinch of salt 

TO SERVE: Summer berries 

1) Make the possets. Bring the 
lemon juice sugar and vanilla to 
a simmer in a pan. Make sure 
the sugar has dissolved and then 
take off the heat. Bring the cream 
to the boil in wide saucepan and 


boil for 2 minutes. Take off the 
heat and mix with the lemon and 
sugar, add the lemon zest and 
whisk. Cool for about 20 minutes 
and then strain into containers. 
Refrigerate for 3 hours. 

2) Make the shortbread 
dough. Mix the flour, almonds 
and cornflour into a bowl. In a 
separate bowl, beat the butter, 
sugar, lemon zest and a pinch 
of salt, until soft and fluffy. Add 
the egg to the butter and sugar 
and continue to beat until well 
mixed. Slowly add the dry ingredi¬ 
ents and mix until the dough just 
comes together. Flour a surface 
and work the dough into a ball 
then press down to make a slab, 
cover with cling film and refriger¬ 
ate for 1-2 hours. 

3) Bake the shortbread. Pre¬ 
heat the oven to 180C, Gas 4. 
Flour a surface and roll out the 
dough to a 7mm-8mm thickness. 
Cut the dough with an 8cm round 
cutter (or similar), placing the 
rounds on baking sheets. Gather 
the scraps and re-roll cutting out 
more rounds. The dough will be 
very fragile - handle gently. Bake 
for 10 -15 minutes or until lightly 
browned on the edges. Sprinkle 
with caster sugar and cool. 

4) Serve the possets. Serve 
with berries and biscuits. Mint 
sprigs and grated lemon zest add 
a final flourish.
